Also W ednesday is Fiesta de Luz Day in Santa Ana, so if you will 
decorate with flags for Flag Day aud leave the beautiful em blem s of 
liberty and patriotism floating iii the breezes until T hursday morning. 
they will do double duty 
President W ilson’s recent proclam ation on the subject of Flag Day, 
which follows, should be heeded bv all: 
“ My Fellow Countrym en: 
Many circum stances have recently con­ 
spired to turn our thought to a critical exam ination of the conditions of 
our national life, of the influences which have seemed to threaten to di­ 
vide us in interest and sym pathy, of forces within and forces without 
that seemed likely to draw us away from the happy conditions of united 
purpose and action of which we have been so proud. 
“ It has, therefore, seemed to me fitting ti at I should call your a tte n ­ 
tion to the approach of the anniversary of the day upon which Ute flag of 
the t inted States was adopted by the Congress as the emblem of the 
Union, aud to suggest to you that it should 
this year and in years to 
come. be given special significance as a day of renewal and reminder, a 
day upon which we should direct our m inds with a spec ial desire of re­ 
newal to thoughts of the ideals and principles of which we have sought to 
m ake our great governm ent the embodiment. 
“ I. therefore, suggest and request that throughout the Nation, and. if 
possible, in every community, the Hill day of Jun e tie observed as Flag 
Day with special patriotic exercises, at which m eans shall be taken to 
give suguificant expression to our thoughtful love of America, our com­ 
prehension of the great mission of liberty and justice to which we have 
devoted ourselves as a people, our pride in the history and the enthusiasm 
for the Nation, our determ ination to m ake it greater and purer with cad i 
generation and our resolution to it. m ons!rate to all the world its vital 
union In sentim ent aud purpose, accepting only those as true com patriots 
who feel, as we do. the compulsion of this suprem e alliance. 
“ Let us on that da*- rededicate ourselves to the Nation, ‘one and in­ 
separable.' from which every thought that is not worthy of our fathers' 
tirst vows of independence, liberty and right shall he excluded and iii
